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1. Im late November 1951 a complete change was made in the organization of 
Chinese Commmnist activities in North Vietnam. On 20 November HOANG 
‘Siu (sic), who had been in charge of Chinese Commmist activities in 
Hanoi since May 1951, was replaced by LIANG Ho-po (#% #2 i), 
LIANG arrived in Hanoi from China on 19 November and met with HUANG the 
next day on the second floor of 37 rue des Pavilions Noirs. On 22 Novem 

- ber HUANG left Hanoi for Son Tay, the Jiaison post with Dong Mo, new 

headquarters for the Chinese Conmuniat Central Committee in North Vietnam. 


2. On 24 November, LIANG presided over a meeting of Chinese Communist rep— 
resentatives in North Vietnam held at 37 rue des Pavillons Noirs. The meeting 
was called to diseugs the organization and activities of various Chinese 
Commnist groups in North Vietnam. Those attending were:

3. The following decisions were made at the meeting: 


a, Hanoi will be the headquarters for all Chinese Communist, activity 
in the French-occupied rrovinces of North Vietnam. 
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b, All Chinese Communist groups, such as the Chinese Communist 
Committee of Hanol, the China Democratic League, the Chinese 
Guiturel Association and the Sino-Vietnamess Friendship 
Association of Hanoi, will retain their 4ndependent status,» 
although they will be ultimately responsible to the Chinese 
Communist Central Committee for North Vietnam, 


ec. A directing committee will trensmit the orders of the Central 
Committee of North Vietnam to these four groups, will be 
responsible for the collection of all reports obtained from 
them, and will elit them in conjimetion with members of the — 
Central Committee. The directing committee will meet twice 
monthly, at. unspecified dates. 


a. The directing committee will be responsible for the creation 
of a finance conmittee to collect monthly dues from Communist 
svmpathisers.- 


6. Each of the four grouns ware to submit their organizational 
plans before 10 December 1951.

Chinese Communist activities in the four border 
provinces of Mon. Cay, Cao Bane, Lang Son and Leo Kay are directed by the 
Lien Quan Bien Cenh (Sino-Vietnemese Allied Forces) ami receive their 
orders from Chinese Communist headquarters in. Lungchou. . 
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
